Therefore, this application is examined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the 
amendment by the AIPA (pre-AIPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Ueno et al. 
The language of the like rejection of the first Office action is hereby incorporated herein by 
reference. In regard to the arguments and amendment made, FET Q3 of Ueno et al. (Fig. 1 or 7) 
has its drain connected to the gate of amplifying FET Ql via resistors R2,R5 so as to compensate 
the gain of FET Ql during one mode. Correction FET Q2 is connected to both Ql and Q3 and 
operates based on the state of Q3 so as to correct the gain of Ql. See col 7, lines 10-50 of Ueno 
et al. Thus the operation of Q2 is based on Q3; it is further based on Ql since the control signal to 
Q3 is ultimately derived from the output of Ql (see fig. 7; the signal applied to terminal B, the 
gate of Q3 in fig. 1, is derived from the signal Pout at the drain of Ql in fig. 1). 



The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
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Claims 3-23 are allowed; reasons are already of record for the subject matter of claims 3- 
22. Regarding claim 23, the prior art of record does not show the second variable gain amplifier in 
the gain deviation correction circuit in the context claimed.
